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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that the arbor 49 would have 
to be seen as an outer sleeve. It is believed that the element 59 in Steinbock is the outer sleeve equivalent to the outer sleeve 82 in 
Vees. Applicant asserts that such a roil assembly rotates via bearings associated with the outer sleeve and the assembly is not 
associated with any inner section. It is believed that "associated with said inner section" is a broad limitation, and that inner section 52, 
56 in Steinbock is associated with the bearings because the inner section is connected to elements that are ultimately connected to the 
bearings. In other words, any one element of the apparatus is associated with any other elements of the apparatus. Applicant asserts 
that end face 60, 61 in Steinbock is not independent of the bearings because the force applied through the end face holds the arbor in the 
corresponding bearing. It is believed that "independent of" means that two elements are not juxtaposed one another. In figure 4 of 
Steinbock, the bearings are not juxtaposed the end face 60, 61. Applicant asserts that there is no disclosure of reducing the maximum 
oscillation amplitude of the tool transverse to the axis of rotation. It is believed that the structure of the combination of Vees and 
Steinbock meets the structure of the limitations due to the pressure force created essentially parallel to the axis of rotation as described 
in columns 5-6, lines 65 through 40, respectively.
